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Principes de phonMique experimentale, in which 
more delicate apparatus than that hitherto in use 
has enabled M. l'Abb6 Bousselot to prove a con- 
siderable nasal movement of air in all sounds, and 
to render the thesis of the hermetical closing of 
the nasal passages more than uncertain. 

Consequently, while a disagreement might arise 
as to the interpretation of certain individual trac- 
ings of sounds, there can be no question as to the 
existence of actual nasality (even in the narrowest 
sense of the word) in a far greater number of 
cases than imperfect apparatus or the limitations 
of our ear have as yet brought to our perception.

El Libeo de las Tbufas de los Pleitos de 
Julio Cesab. 

To the Editors of Mod. Lang. Notes. 

Sirs : — In chapter ccliii of El Libro de los 
Enxenpbs, by Climente Sanchez, 1 there appears 
a work with the above title which Gayangos, 
the editor, and Graf* among others have failed to 
find. The title rests upon a paleographical error : 
the misinterpretation of the abbreviation for Phi- 
losqfos, not Pleitos. Gayangos erred, moreover, 
in interpretating de as meaning 'by.' It clearly 
means, ' concerning. ' The correct title of the 
work is, therefore : El Libro de las Trufas de 
los Phihsofos. This would seem to be a trans- 
lation of Nugm PhilosophOrum, a title that I 
have seen cited in a mediaeval sermon-book. At 
the suggestion of Dr. Pietsch, I have consulted 
John of Salisbury's Polycratieus, give de Nugis 
Ckirialium et VesHgiis Phihsophorwm, where, in 
fact, the anecdote is narrated.' It is extremely 
probable, therefore, that El Libro de las Trufas 
de los Philosofos is the work of John of Salis- 
bury, just cited.

Kipling's Jungle Books in Spanish. 

To the Editors of Mod. Lang. Notes. 

Siks : — Kipling's Jungle Books have recently 
appeared in a Castilian version made by Sr. 
Kamon D. Peres, the eminent Catalonian poet 
and critic (1 vol., 12 mo., pp. 504, Barcelona, 
Gustavo Gili, under the title of El Libro de las 
Tierras Virgenes). The marvelous adventures of 
the strenuous and irrepressible Mowgli among his 
lovable wolves of the Pueblo libre are related in a 
style that makes the book an admirable expression 
of the translator's art, and sets it apart as possess- 
ing, in its new dress, a high order of literary merit 
quite independently of that of the subject matter. 
Sr. Peres shows himself a competent linguistic 
master of his task, besides having a proved literary 
competence for the niceties of interpretation and 
expression. If translation might be done by 
literary specialists of such rank the disrepute 
attaching to such work in the abstract would 
quickly disappear. 

The style is of a kind that one would like to see 
more available than it is in the reading material 
at the disposal of our beginning classes in Spanish. 
Well written animal stories for children have high
